It is making no aspersion ui)on Judge Can- 
TKiLLto state that a largo purtion of the peo- 
ple of K»MitiK'ky liave uevt>r aceojitt''! the ver- 
dicts ill either of the preceding trials as de- 
cisive, and have held to the opinion that the 
conditions upon both occasions were such as 
to akuost preclude any ' chance of acquittal. 

When PowBRS was tried the first time a po- 
litical campaign for Governor was in active 
progress. The evidence prejudicial to the ac- 
cused was accepted as tinal by most straight 
Detiiocrati*, tho evidence in his t'avur was ered- 
ite<,l by most Republicans. The Jury being 
largely, if not entirely, of the Democratic 
faith, voted solidly the way Democrats believed, 
and a verdict of guilty was returned. 

On the second trial the attorneys for the de- 
fense made an atHdavit t<> the <'tFct.t that .bulge 
Cantkii.i. had formed such inten-c opinions; 
no aspersion of the sincerity of Judge Can- 
trill was made, but that an absolutely fair 
trial could not be secured while he presided. 
Judge Cantrill, however, refused to vacate, 
and a second verdict of guilty was returned, 
with twelve Denioei-at- in the Jury box. 

After announcing distinctly that it did not 
intend to say that the allegations against Judge 
Cantbill were true, the Court of Appeals 
held that the affidavits were of such a charac- 
ter that he should have vacated the Bench. 
The case was reversed, and upon CANrr.iLi.'i^ 



hesitating as to the validity of this decision, 
the Court of Appeals has iMiiIld ft nil* fequir- 
ing him to vMftf«L 

By a special law passed thioogh the Legis- 
lattue the appointment of a Judge in this case 
rests with the (Jovernor, instead of by election 
by the Bar. Jf the (lovernor will appoint a 
man equally satisfactory to l)oth sides, as is 
always done in a civil case, when the regular 
Judge vacates, the next trial may be generally 
aooeptod as satisfaotory. 

In this connection a ruling of the late Sec- 
retary Grksii AM, while he was upon the Fed- 
eral Bench, is pertinent. .Judge (ikksuam was 
presiding at a trial of a I)eniocrat charged 
with the violation of election laws, and at 
whom the llepublicans were much incensed. 
Before the case was b^^n he asked the Biar- 
shal what was the political complexion of the 
Jury. "All twelve men are Republicans," was 
the reply. "Discharge the Jiny," said .Judge 
Gkksham. "1 will not have this man tried liy 
a Jmy solidly op)>osod to him politically, at a 
time when politics is sure to tigureiu the case." 
The Marshal was directed to summon a panel 
half of Democrats and half of Republicans. 
The case was then tried and there was never 
complaint from either faction of injustice be- 
ii^ done, 

It would be a good thing if some present- 
day teachers of high-fadutin' aocomplisli- 

ments would strike a cross-road country school 
where they might learn to write intelligibly.
